Kakhas City, April t. Tlie A. P. A. 
and the Catliolicw caino toj^other in a 
bloody conflict at tho pulls in ihis city 
yesterday. It can not be stated which 
■ideisresponBiblefor the affra^^, M the 
partisans of each loudly charged the 
other with beine the full cause of all the 
tronblo. Moie than KH) bIkjIh wrri' ox- 
i-hanL(('(l l)<'twi (>n tho comhiitauts in le»8 
than ili.ii niiiny st . onilB, and when tho 
firing oeaaed the following named were 
ly^'daadt dying or injured on the paT*> 
tnent. 

Mike Callahan, city sidewalk inspect* 
or, shot throogh the right side and in- 
stantly UUed. 

Hanr Foifler, lUiborer, shot through 
tha baok: can not recover. 

Con Brosnahan, contractor, abot 
through the kidneys; will die. 

Jerry Pate, deputy oonstaule, shot in 
the faoe; latally. 

Patnok Flmiing, shot in the left 
shoulder. 

John MuGovem, laborer, shot through 
the right aim. 

The riot waa tha oulminati(m of bitter 
feeling which liad been manifested by 
action and words ever since the polls 
opened in the morning. The two un- 
tagoniitic elements were solidly divided 
in their choice of candidates ■ for mayor. 
The aggressive support that each side 
gave to its candidate daring one of the 
hottest campaigns ever known iathis 
city, engendered a strong sentiment of 
bigotry. It was therefore in no amiable 
mood that the workers of the respective 
factions came together at the different 
polling placL'S throughout the city and 
that thaw workers came expecting 
trouble to occur before the day wuro 
away, is appassot from the number ot 
deadly weapons ttutt were drawn when 
the first pistol shot waa fivod. 

The not that resulted so fatally was 
the climax of a series of smaller riotu 
that took place at other points earlier in 
the day between the same opposing re 
ligiouB foctionik. Tnls riot took ulace on 
thu Southwest boulevard, in tne Filth 
ward, very close to police station No. 3, 
aud those who took port in it had been 
heated to the fighting temper 1^ reports 
that had been liourly arriving at the 
station of brawU at other polling 
pluceH. 

Only one hour before it was known 
thiit .lolui Cooley, a stonemason, was 
»hot in the back and forehead by Will- 
iam Henry Walker at a voting place at 
the c(jrner of Fifth and Campbell streets, 
and that the row was directly due to a 
fit ry di- bate between th f two men re- 
t,'ar<liiif< thf prini ijib's ol the A. P. A., 
to which Cool'y was violently opposed. 
Th..t Cool> y w, a not instantly kilb d 
was due simply to the fac t that tho pis- 
tol used was a mere t<jy of ~.! caliber. 

The A. P. A., whicli supiKjitid Web- 
RtiT Davis, the lve;>nbncan candidate 
for nmycr, hail tlit.ir own workers at the 
dittereut i oIlinK places aud tiiey (lis- 
trilmted in soiiic preciii' ts their own 
tickets beui ii.'K ihi ir candidate s n.iiiu- 
and decorated witli tho American tiaj<. 
Jim Pryor, a Filth ward politician, an- 
tttgonistic to tho A. P. A., wliosupported 
Frank Johnson, the Lalx^r and factional 
Democratic < ;aididate, was active at the 
head of .j" i on l:ibl''S which ho got Jus- 
tice Lat-haw to appoint Monday niKht. 
It Wiis said by some iliat these con»t.n>les 
were, lu.iiiy of them, irrespoii.sihle char- 
acters and were solely the cau.ie ot idl 
the trouble. ('onse(|uently there were 
loud threats of moldiin^,' them before 
they Kot to head(iua;ters alter tlio bloody 
riot was over. 

It is chiiiiu'd that one of Pryov's fo] 
lowers lired the tirst sliot. That one was 
Mike ("allahan, and he was a dead man 
the next moment. Tiien tho battl bc- 
>;aii. Tho deputy constables at tins poll- 
in;; booth and the woiki is of all the {kj- 
liticol facitions crowded together in a 
solid mass about l^O stronj;, and every 
one of them seemed to Ihj armed. For a 
minute or two the discharge of weapons 
sounded like the dischar;,'e of musketry 
by a regiment. Hundreds of citizens 
gathered at every ix^iut of vantage to 
witnehS the battle, which, however, was 
of short duration. Thoso onlookers trem- 
bled with excitement. Many of tho nss- 
idents along tho boulevard added b' th" 
general feeling of terror by leaning from 
their windows, shouting and gesticulat- 
ing wildly. 

In less than five mhiutefl from the time 
the flrrt shot was tired, however, the 
blue coats from station No. :f had ap- 
f>eare<l upon the scone and iiuieied the 
d'Bturbance. With their first approa h. 
the fighting political workers c;aBed 
hostilities and inade a (juick ettbrt to 
bide tiieit weapons. 

Pryor's men are claiming that (^alla- 
han was an innocent victim. Thoy as- 
sert that it was Jirry S. Pate, an A. P. 
A. man, who first shot, and that was the 
ahot tlwt killed C'allalian. Pata was 
serving as a constable, having been ap- 
pointed especially by a Westport orticial 
to serve a warrant lor the arrest of .Jim 
Pryor, John Pryor, his son, and Bert 
Pryor for an alleged felonious assault 
upon a citisen earlier in the day. Any- 
way, he and Callahan met, had some 
words and either one or the other fired 
tlxe shot ti^at commenced the coutlict. 

Pryor's side of the vtmy gets some 
color from the fact that Harry Aithnr, 
who is, however, one of Pryor's fol- 
lowers, says be himsdf is the man who 
shot Pate In the faoe. According to l|j|8 
sttxry he was standing on tlia bridge thit 
crosses O. K. creek, dose to the scene of 
the riot whfiQ Jerry Pi^ and^ aoother 



man came irom the other ciid ol rtio 
bridge in a buggy, with four men run- 
ning behind him. When Pate re.iclied 
the Spot where Artliur wa.s staiulinf;, he 
ininpul out of his Inif^^y with a Kun in 
his hand and Kiabbim; hold of Harry 
Mc( iovern, he siiiil: "Here's one of the 
men we ;ire after. I've got a warrant 
for yonr arrest.'' 

• I went up to I'ate and said: 'You 
can't ,lce liiju.' 

".Ii.n Todd stepped out too aud said: 
'No, yon can't take mo either.' 

"I'm a deputy constable and you've 
got to g<.'.' said Pate, and then, turning 
to the man in the buggy, said: 'Itead 
the warrant.' 

'•Just then Miko Callahan ( anie run- 
ning toward us from the northern end of 
the bridge. He r m up to I'ato and 
asked him wiiat right he had to carry a 
pistil. 4nd demanded to his permit. 
The two men exchanged angry woras, 
and then Pate aimed at CaUdian and 
fired. Callahan returned the fire, and 
then I and the rest of ua began to idioot. 
I shot Pate.'" 

While the riot was in pnffiMi it is 
said that members of the A. P. A, tolo- 
phoned to Armoordal* and Argentine, 
strongholds of that aider, Ikir reuiforoe- 
ments for 1,000 men and that the assur- 
ance was gtran that the men would 
shortly be on the way. Memban of the 
A. P. A. in this my and Annonrdale 
deny the truth of this story. 

About a doeen arresta have been made 
in connection with the rioting on the 
boulevard and the police are working on 
evidence wldoh th- v have gathered from 
the men now under amst, and it is 
piobaUe that further arrests will be 
made. No further disturbance has oc- 
curred, and it is thought that there will 
be no further trouble. 

"Webster Davis, the straight Repu' li- 
oan candidate for mayor, was elect.3d by 
a good round majority over all other 
tickets, oarrjing with bim the entire 
Republican ticket. 

Dispatches to the Associated Press 
from ail over the state or Kansa.i and 
the territory of Oklahoma go to show 
that with but few exceptiois, where 
party lines where distinctly drawn, the 
Republicans elected tin'ir tiwa;ts.

Later ii. the liay the loUow is 
of John C(.ui,dilin. the alderman. c can 
didate in the r irst ward, tired on a bau i 
wa^'on iK'anng the banner of Skakel, In- 
dejiendeiit I )i-moci !itic candidate. A vol t 
ley of pistol shots wer*! Hred, breaking 
windows and i-ausing great excitement, 
but no one was hurt. 

John I3e!l, a Cou;;hIin lundor in the 
same ward, was shot twice m a .'-aloon 
brawl liy Louis Luther, aSkakel follower, 
and jnay die, and in the Fourto' iitn 
ward Samuel Phelps wiis shot ut a poll- 
ing place by John Marshall and may not 
recover, few arrests were maile. 

The Repni.'licans electeil '.'li aldermen, 
the Democrats 11. iSeven Republicans 
succeed Democrats, two Democrats suc- 

ueed Uepiibhcans. 

In the town election^ the Democrats 
carried the entire West aide ticket, and 
three out of four otlices in tho south 
lown.

Albert iMkor Promptly AeaotttMt of •

Ham.mond, Ind., April I. Albert 
Looker, who shot and instantly kdied 
Janus C'oniuy and William t'leary. 
game wardens on Toileston Hunting and 
Pitching clubs grounds in John Hargm s 
saloon, at Tolltston, March 21, has lieen 
acquitted by Judge Morlock of the city 
court. In discharging Looker the court 
said that from the evidence introduced 
he was led to believe that the two men 
came especially prepared to cane the 
body of somebody from the fact that 
they wore heavy brass knuckles under 
their gloves. Eroseontor W. B. Mc- 
Mahon of Crpwn Potait, who conducted 
the casa f or the state, said that he be- 
lieved the knuckles were put on after the 
men were killed and was greeted with 
hisses, which were -only stopped when 
the judge threatened to daar the court. 

After nis discharge Looker waa borne 
in triumph from the courtroom on the 
shoulders of six sturdv men and taken 
to a hotd, where he held a reception. 
Prosecutor MeMahon threatens to have 
Looker rearreated on a charge of mur- 
der, but no one here paid any attention 
to that. People throughout Lake county 
have expressed their opinions freely since 
the shooting, and generally came to the 
some conclusion: "That justice had 
been meted out to two of the most brutal 
bullies that ever disgraced Lake coun- 
ty." The cose has created considerable 
excitement, and many prominent people 
throughout the state aend eaconragug 
letters to Looker.

AN OFFICIAL PROCLAMATION. 



Notice Given Tliat B« Hm Aaaumed Sale

Columbia, 8. C, April 4.— Governor 

Tillman has issued a proelamation giv- 
ing olhcial notice to the umtiicipal au- 
tboriti' s ol' every city and incorjiorated 
town in the state and to the police mar- 
shals, that under the powers given him 
by Section 610 of the statutes he osanmes 
sole control of the whole force of mu- 
nicipal police and marshals of the sev- 
eral cities and iucoriwrated towns of the 

Th»y are ordered to enforci' all laws 
on the statute iiooks, to relher witli all 
municipal oraiiiaiiC(;S and orders from 
municipal authorities n 't inconsistent 
with the purposes of this proclamation. 
As soon aa the einer^,ency shall no lon.;er 
exist, the governor shall relinquish con- 
trol and resturo (he furmtir status. 

Governor Tillman has received the 
following telegram from Clerk of Court 
W. H. Ingram at Hnmter; 

"J. J. Dargan jnet the northbound 
train yesterday and ariested Constable 
Cain on iiis way to Columbia in custody 
with Mcknight, deputy shell f. Tlie 
cilizens generally are not rerfiwnsiMe lor 
the arrest. The sheritf is keeping the 
parties at their own request. Mo daugt r 
threarening the constables and no oc- 
caMon for action on your part." 

Concerning this the governor said: "It 
might as well he nnaerstoud once and 
for all that the constables are state olH- 
i-ers and will continue to discharge their 
duties under my orders. No interfer- 
ence with thorn except by regular legal 
pi'ocess will be tolerated, and tiiey will 
every one appear at Darlington when 
called for bv the civil authorities." 



TILLMAN T O TH E SOLDIERS. 

Ha Thanks ThoM Who Stack bj Him and 

SendH Them lioinn. 

CoiA MBiA, S. C. April 4.— Governor 
Tilliiian addressed the militia here Tues- 
day in explanation of bis position and 
the duty of the solditry. Siddtiie gov- 
ernor: 

"The dispensary law is on the statute 
books. 1, as chief executive, have sworn 
that the laws of this state shall be re- 
Bl>ectcd. and. so help me (iod, I will ex- 
ert all the powers ol my otbce to see that 
the law is obeyed." 

The governor was severs in his con- 
demnation of the militia oompudss that 
have refused to obmr ordars. 

"Over at Darlington," he said, "these 
bandbox stddiers, these S(ddi<irs turned 
politicians, pranoed all over the country 
and sent for reinforcements to barrooms 
aud whisky nun, but they have never 
tired a sIk>( at a iinf le constable and 
they did not want to find them. 'Wny 
didnt they lynch the man they 
claimed made the trouble? They 
have slandered themselves by saying 
they would lynch thoee who did nut 
cause the trouble and then would not 
lynch the man who they say did catise 
it. Body politic is in s fever because the 
people of Charleston and Columbia have 
token vipers to their boeom in the shape 
of newspapers which daily distill poison. 
They try to sting me personally by abuse 
and slander, but I wear a coat of mail 
that they oSn never pierce—an honest 
heart looUag to the welfare of the whole 
state." 

The governor did not fear civil war. 
He said: "It will not come and can not 

come, because the people are in tiie s.id 
die and intend to remain there. One man 
told Mr. Yelldell here that he csmofrom 
Edicetield. my own county, with a shot- 
gun to kill me Friday nlLcht. I wiil rot 
mention hi-* iia ne. I'lii . ateU' il men 
live loiif,' and 1 iiave never tell uneasj-. 

"My life u) not wortli much to me, but 
it is Worth as much as that of any man 
to him. but rather than desert my pcst. 
where' you have jilaei d lae. 1 would ha. t 
stuc k there until i luul to ^o out as a 
(dip-e. The men that are thn atc ii ngt) 
lire this powder magazine are the bar- 
room element, and those who aiM urj<in;,' 
the men aie the rulers of the old 
oligarchy. Tins riot is iKilui- 
cai frenzy. 1 sh.ill not budge an 
inch from the siaucl that I 
have taken ua tlii^ iieople's governor. 
You may imagine from this that I ag- 
gravated the trouble, hut I am simply 
^;ouig to upholcl the law. 1 c tiuld not 
have done what 1 have un'ess 1 con- 
trolled the railroads n<.,\ th. teleiiraph 
lin s. The revi.-iod statutes if tiie state 
give me still anclher sworduf Damocles, 
and tomorrow 1 shall c ut the threjvd anil 
use it. Section .'>!'.» ^,'ives the governor 
power to take i:ontrol of all the 
police in the city. The mayor 
and the city councils have roJused to 
make the i.olic;e do their duty. I luteiiil 
to see that they do or I will discharge 
fevery one ol them. From this d iy the 
constables shall watc h tho policemen 
and rejjort to me whether they are doing 
their duty, unci it they do not obey my 
orders and U tlie autiioritieu don't co- 
operate with me I shall call the legisla- 
ture tcwetber and we will have the power 
given the executive to remove those men 
and appoint othsis wbo will obey the 
law." 

At this point Mr. Early, a cousin of 
Mr. Norment, who was killed by state 
constables, yelled out, "Why don't you 
obey the law yourself '^'* This created a 
big commotion in the crowd. One of 
the governor's sympathizers yelled out, 
"Bhoot him," and both factions rushed 
up. The governor railed for silence and

The governor contiiiinng said that 
tho.s»,' who are opixxsing him mu-ct snb- 
uiit, adding: "I have thousands of ;,'ood 
men wild are reaily to responci aiel those 
who ai'e ill rel>elliiiu ami resist.'ince must 
get out of the way. for the engine is on 
the tr.ick.

CONGRESSION AL IN VESTlQATiON. 

A CommlttM Majr Inqolr* Into Oovsmur 
TIllman'R Actions. 

"W.vsiiiNdToN. April I. Mr. Oros- 
veiior of < )liio, late yesti iclay evening, 
mtroduc ed in the house a resolution call- 
ing for a '-pec-ial investigation of Gov- 
ernor Tillman's uc tinii in South ' 'arc>lina 
in seizing railroad property and tele- 
gra)ih lines engagHi in interstate com- 
merce, and witli armed fcn-ce and vio- 
lence establishing a censorship of tho 
daily ancl weekly pre s.s of the country, 
and proliibitinL' the ti <'i:,siiii>.Hion of news 
dispatc heci fci tlu> nev.'.-papers. 

The resolution directs the committee 
on interstate and foreign commerce to 
imiuire by what law or authority snch 
acts havu been committed, and whether 
the law.^ of the I'nited States have been 
violated. In his remarks on the resolu- 
tion. Mr. (Iro.svenor said thin was the first 
time in the history of the government 
that snch a censorship of pr c e s diwpstehes 
had been established. 

The resolution was referred to the 
hou>e committee on i:iterst!ite and for- 
eign eoiiiMerce, of whi h Hepresentative 
Wise of V'irL;inia is chairmau. Tiie hit- 
ter s.iys the resolution wi;l iii obably be 
cons'ib reel at tiie n"Xt nse tingof tm^ 
committee. .M r. Wise said: "Tne trans 
mission of news aiul other tole.;raphic 
infoimatimi from one stat.- to another 
app. ars to be clearly witliin the rigiits 
of federal sujwrvision. Tho action of 
Governor Tillman is certainly remarka- 
ble, and it is important thai his action 
be inquired into." 

Representative McLaunn ot South 
Carolina telegraphed Governor Tillman, 
giving the general features of the Oros- 
venor resolution.

There have b^en no salcxnis here tor 
years until John Arbnckle, with a gov- 
erunieut liceiuse, oi>ened a "i^uart' hoasn 
not lontt ago. lie was followed by an- 
other man, who opened a governmeut 
place. The county commissioners have 
declined to license sa'oons. The town 
authorities are opposed to the li^iuor 
traflic, and the dtizeiia have taken stop 
to rid the oommunity of these establish- 
meati at angr sost. 

A secret committee of 10 is to be ap- 
pointed by the chairman to adopt means 
that are not to be disclosed until every- 
thing is ready for autiaa, to get rid of 
the liquor plaues. RenrestntatUins were 
made, showing how the morals of the 
community had already bem atfeoted by 
the two "quart" hooies. The sentimeut 
of the oommunity is shown by the fact 
that a barkeeper imported from Indian- 
apolis by one of the saloonkeepers could 
not And a boardin,fhoose in the town 
and w;t8 obliged to go to the country. 

FIGHTING STILL GOING ON.

Tm cnt'-wn, i'a., April 4.— The situa- 
tion throughout the entire region at the 
close of the second .dsy of the big strike 
of coal miners and coke workers is very 
alarming, and it looks as if bloodshed 
and desi ruction of property will only be 
averted by resort to the military power 
of the state. 

As in IHVl, the strikers have been re- 
ceiving food supplies from the company 
stores, which is now cut off from them. 
The great horde of foreigm is re luire 
food and have not the means to obtain 
it. The only way it can be secured ia 
by sacking the comi>any's stor> s. but to 
do this they must overpower deputy 
'heritFs who are standing gu tid witn 
Winchesters. 

The operators in the region are very 
apprehensive and fear tliat the strii^ers 
will destroy i)rop( rty in every section of 
the region. Klevcn thousan'l strikers 
are bivouaciuK a: dittereut plac-.'s bt;- 
Iwec ii here- and Scottclale, and it is gen- 
erally b' lieved uuiiierous rai'ls wi.l on 
' e ma le on the company's stores. If an 
tint break aiuoii-; the strikers takes placti 
anywhere in the region, the inevitable 
result will be the loss of life. 

Tli<- strikers realize the oanijer of an 
tTic ciunter with the dc putirs. hut tlieir 
cond.tion is di sp. iatt; and may attemjit 
to ovorpo.vcr tho guarcjs. Alnjiit ;iuit 
Jeputies ule sluiidiu^ guard ut the <iilfer- 
fnt works. 1 hidr forces are scattere d, 
j.nd shouM an attai-k be made by one of 
the biir mobs it wouM be cc rt.iin death 
to oll'i r rr>>i^t iiici'. 

A number of the I'rick |)laiit ne n are 
Still at work in tho min"s and n fuse to 
join the htriki is in camp. W hen the 
miners come up they will be itshcd to 
.ioiii th" strike, and if tln-y it-fuse it is 
likely, from the a< tiou c)f the mobs, they 
will be rou:,'hly tri al I d. Teri'or reigns 
from one e.xtii mi'iy of tiie regi'Hi to the 
other, .and every hour brm^N the pcjssi- 
bility of a deadly conflict btJtwec u iho 
iiiol s and thti authoritiirS, and tiie de- 
struction of property by fire and dyna- 
mite. 

In the houses of the strikers it is .said 
a large number of shotguns anil rilles 
are t-tored which will pioliably l)e 
brought inlo u.se unless the situ.iticjn 
changes. 

An imposing force of strikers, fully 
5,000 of them, are now forming to ra.J 
the southern region. Keport.s made l,y 
the deputies who are watc hing the move- 
ment, say the raiders will start with the 
purixwo to march over this .seeticjn aud 
make the strike complete in the southern 
region ut least bv driving out the last 
man now at work and forcing a general 
shutdown. 

The only oiierators now standing out 
against thi- strikers are tlie H, C l-'rick 
Company, the McClure company and W. 
J. Itainey. They make a bold standand 
say they will fight the matter to a finish. 
The Frick men are at work wherever 
they have not 1 een driven: off by force. 
If a suHicient niimher of deputies can be 
obtaine<l to guard them. Frit k will con- 
tinue to operate all his works, as there 
are ple nty of men who are wrilling to 
work if they can do so in safety. 

Three hundred men, armed with re- 
volvers and Winchester rifles, are on 
guard in this region. 

An uuaccou.,tablo sujiply of "booze" 
is flowing freely, and hundreds of 
strikers ore practically insane from 
drink. 

THREE C HILDREN PcRISH. 

A Mldnlcht Fire In a Hamlet Near Tat- 

Itnraixo, liicl. 
V.\Lr.\it.\i8ci, Ind., April 4. A horri- 
ble catastrophe occurred .Monday night 
at Caluniit Pit, a small station about 15 
miles west of here, resulting in the 
burning to death of three chddren, and 
the total destruction of the hous » and 
contents. The liru was caused by a lamp 
exploding. 

The house was occupied by Edward 
Rice, section lonman on tne Nickel 
Plato at tliat plat e, and his family and a 
number of the sectionhands. I'ire was 
discovered by Rice about 1 1 o'clock, and 
he hastily awoke the iniuato^ and as- 
sisted his wife and uabe, who sh pt on 
the ground floor, to a place of safety. 

lUbsing the three other children, who, 
with the sectiaahandB, occupied the sec- 
ond story, the frantto father rushed into 
the rapidly bomtng stmotnre to get 
them, but the flomea had made such 
headway that he waa driven back by 
the intense heat He wja horribly 
burned on the face and hands and will 
likely die. 

Several of the sleeping men barely had 
time to escape, being unable even to par- 
tially clothe themselves. One of tnem 
occupied a bed with one of tiie children, 
but in the excitement forgot the sleeping 
child and hastily jumped fRun the sec- 
ond-story window. 

The ages of tho children wsTs 8, 6 and 
4|j'ears rtspectively. Not I 
saved, and the lots will be Nvsrsfi 
sand dollars.

The new law regnlating the property 
rights of huHband and wife will go into 
effect June l^th. Mrs. Josephine K. 
Henry, of the Kentucky Equal Bights 
Association, has published a summary of 
the rights of married women under the 
new ordur of things, as follows : 

Flrtt^A married woman Is Bl>ROlute owner of 
h(.T own wafreR or earnings, and l( a husband sball 
colk'ct awUe's wages without a wrttien order 
from (he wife, the employer oi the Wile will have 
the plaaiure ot pajrlny a aecond time the wages 
to the woman who earned them. 

Second— A married woman bu complete con- 
plete control o( her real eatats. 

She haa the power and right to rent ont her real 
eetate, and collect, iMelve and feooTsr in her own 
name the rente thereof, and make ooatracti for 
the Improvement thereof. 

Third— A married woman ii aheolately owner 
of all her personal property, and eneta prapettjr Is 
in no way subject. to the debts of her haebaad. 

Fourth— Courtesey and dower is etiuallxed, hus- 
band and wife each having an equal Interest on 
the death of either In the eetate of each other— 
yit., one-third life estate in all reality, one-third 
of iHT;<oiiaUy absoliilely if thcru Is Issm-, or onu 
half of persoiiHllty absolutely If there is no issue. 

Fifth— A married woinnn, if she be of somul 
tnind anil twenty one years of a^e. nniy dispose 
of liere<lMle by l.i'^t will mid toslainelit.
